Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 5/27/04 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 3, 5, 24 and 27-32 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no recitation of water- 
soluble polyacrylates that cross-link when heated with "a range of temperatures that 
permits a cross-liked polyacrylate formed therein t o absorb water upon contact and to

desorb water when dry." Applicant has failed to point out where, in the originally filed 
description, such a recitation is to be found. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 3, 20, 24 and 26-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
Kroesbergen, for reason cited in the Final rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

8. Claim 3, 5, 20, 24 and 26-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gaa et al.

In col. 4, lines 50-55, col. 6, lines 55-66, col. 7, lines 4-6, col. 8, lines 12-14, col. 
10, lines 5-7, and col. 1 1 , lines 1-2, Gaa et al. teach a coating composition comprising 
an aqueous solution comprising base neutralized polyacrylate (super-absorbent 
polymer), polymeric agents (viscosity modifier) such as polyacrylamide, lubricants and 
film-forming polymer (binders). 

The reference differs from the claimed subject matter in that a single embodiment 
featuring all of applicant's claimed limitations is not included. However, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to 
arrive at applicant's invention because the claimed subject matter falls within the 
generic embodiments of the prior art and the person of ordinary skill in the art would 
have expected all the embodiments of the prior art to work successfully. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 3/25/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In page 5, lines 24-35, Kroesbergen teaches preparing the super-absorbent 
material by heating the neutralized composition. The crosslinking agent included in 
Kroesbergen is not excluded from the present claims. 

Further, in col. 4, lines 15-16, contrary to applicant's statements, not only does 
Kroesbergen teach alkali salts of the polyacrylate, they teach them to be preferred. 
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1 0. Applicant's arguments with respect to Gaa et al. have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
